The state senate today adopted a 
section of the bill regulating secret 
orders making it a misdemeanor to 
wear a mask. The action was greet­ 
ed by proponenets of klan legisla­ 
tion as the greatest concession made 
thus 
far 
by 
the 
group 
opposing 
strict regulatory laws. The vote was 
24 to 13. 
A roll call followed a full morn­ 
ing’s debate and the section was 
amended several times before it met 
the approval of the group support­ 
ing the klan. Finally an am endment 
proposed by Senator L. L. West of 
Hydro was 
endorsed 
by 
Senator 
Wash Hudson of 
Tulsa, 
majority 
floor leader and prominent oppon­ 
ent of 
laws objectionable to the 
klan. 
This prevailed and the amend­ 
ment passed although it has been 
fought by those favoring strict anti­ 
man measures. 
The section provides that it shall 
be unlawful for any person to “wear 
a mask covering or hood which con­ 
ceals the whole or any part of the 
face of the wearer.” 
Exceptions are listed for child­ 
ren, persons “going to 
or 
from 
masked parties” and those partici­ 
pating in 
“any public parade 
of 
educational, 
religious or historical 
character.” 
Meetings 
of 
any 
organization 
“within any building or enclosure 
wholly within or under the control 
of those meeting there” are aiso ex­ 
empt from the provisions of the law 
as are “circuses or other dramatic! 
shows.” 
Imprisonment for a period not 
to exceed one year or a fine in 
a sum of from $50 to $500 are 
provided for violations of the law.

‘‘Community institutes have keep 
held for the past ten or twelve 
years in the states of Wisconsin, 
Colorado, and Kansas, but the idea 
is comparatively new in Oklahoma,” 
Doctor J. 
W. 
Scroggs, director 
said Thursday. “The movement has 
met with great success and now 
playing a vital part in harmonizing 
life* in the different communities 
of thes tate.” 
The “Oklahoma plan” was work­ 
ed out in 1916 by Doctor Sroggs, 
Jerome Dowd, professor of sociai- 
ogy; Dr. Stratton D. Brooks, former 
president of the university; and H. 
L. Muldrow, Norman insurance man 
who has been a member of the 
university 
board 
of regents. 
The 
institute 
owes 
its 
start 
to 
the 
efforts of the members of the com­ 
munity Service league, New York 
city, among them John D. Rocke­ 
feller, jr. 
“ Although 
the institutes 
were 
started before the war, we had to 
discontinue them until 1919 when 
an effort was made to renew in­ 
terest in the work,” Doctor Scroggs 
explained. 
“ We were having a 
great deal of trouble in getting a 
new start 
when 
officials of the 
Community Service league offered 
their assistance.” 
The league furnished a staff of 
five members to carry on the first 
year’s work at an expense of slight­ 
ly more than $15,000. The first 
institute was held at Cordell in 
January 1921. 
Although it had 
originally been intended that five 
st ates, Texas. Arkansas, Missouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, would unite 
in conducting the extension work, 
officials of the Community Service 
league discouraged the plan feeling 
that more good could be accom­ 
plished if the work involved only 
one state.
